Second Story Recalled 


The second story, that of the Civil 


war when the exhausted rebels, 
many of them seriously wounded 
in the conflict at Gettysburg, a short 
distance to the east, dragged them- 
selves through Fairfield from mid- 
night of July 3 to sundown of Inde- 
pendence Day, still lives in the 
memory of some of the preient resi- 
dents of the town.

education for women a unique col- 
lege will be established shortly that 
will be designed exclusively for the 


' modern feminine mind and not pat- 


terned after the usual university 
for young men. 


The proposed institution will be 


known as Grace college, the national 
Lutheran cftllege for women to be 
opened at Washington, D. C., with- 
in a year.

This step in advance in women's 


education, which is to be a primary 
aim of Grace college, is pointed out 
in a communication just received 
by a group of prominent Lutherans 
from, Miss Jennie Truman, dean- 
elect of Grace college, who is ndw in 
New York at work orr both the aca- 
demic and financial structure ol the 
new Institution. 


Work Out Ideas 


Miss Truman indicates that both 


V^ssar and Syracuse are already ex- 
perimenting in "adjusting" young 
wpmen more definitely to their 
present-day environment This idea 
is £0 be carried out still further at 
Grace college, according to Miss 
Truman, who states that the mod- 
ern advance of women demands a 
modern type of education fitted ex- 
clusively to feminine needs and not 
a mere "garbled version" of the kind 
of instruction given young" men. 


Miss Truman is in charge of the 


$1.600,000 
building campaign 
for 


Grace college now in progress. In 
the past few weeks prominent Lu- 
therans have "contributed $250.000 
toward the project, and the total 
Ronl l«,*xpected~-«&^»e=r«iched be- 
fore the first of 1931. 


Grade A School 


Grace college, which is to be a 


National standard Grade A institu- 
tion, is to be built on a 189-acre 
Ie already purchased on the new 
'ashington—Gettysburg highway in 
etropolitan Washington. 
An entirely new programme for 
omen is now being formulated by 
lose interested in Grace college, 
vliss Truman wrote to officials on 
'he educational policy of the new 
educational centre. Miss Truman 
is a native Pennsylvanlan, having 
been born at Trout Bun, Lycoming 
county. 


"Until now colleges for women 


nave been patterned largely on 
courses developed for the education 
of men," MLss Truman wrote. "A 
new college, having in mind experi- 
ments now being made at Vassar 
and Syracuse, should consider 
a 


programme definitely designed for 
women. 


Home Needs Trained Minds 


"Trained for professions and ca- 


reers in no way related to marriage 
and the home, a clear-cut choice is 
often forced on women graduates to 
decide which road to go. Such a 
choice is contrary to the best in- 
terests of society and to women's 
traditional responsibility for main- 
taining the American home, to say 
nothing of her deeper responsibility 
for motherhood. 


"That, the trained mind should 


achieve jits full expression only out- 
side th^ home, when the home needs 
trained'minds as never before, is one 
of the tragedies of our time. 


"If ihe American girl today can 


be sap to have a mission, it is to 
work Ifor the survival of the best, 
elements ot the home. 
Leading 


thinkers, including the president ot 
the, United States, place the home 


' at the head of the list of traditions 


w^hlch make society secure and our 
country sound.
